Recalled trustee seeks school board seat 


Gerald Budd, who was recalled 
March 4 along with three other 
school board trustees, is one of five 
candidates who has filed petitions 
for two open seats in the June 12 
election 

In all, 13 candidates have filed for 
five open seats, with Budd’s last- 
minute entry coming just five 
minutes before the deadline. 

There is some question whether 
Budd can run for the school board 


after being recalled just six weeks 
ago. Legal opinions are being sought 
to clarify the issue. 

Budd, 50. of 12103 Schultz, is an 
elementary school counselor in the 
Taylor School District and was 
president of the Romulus School 
Board when he was recalled 

Competing with Budd for the two 
four-year terms are Miles Johnson, 
72, a retired brick mason, 36015 
Beverly; Michael D. Woods, 28, 


director of Romulus housing, 35627 
Gamer; Joseph M. Filbert, 27, in- 
dustrial, 34518 Stewart Dr.; and 
Theresa M. Kraft, 34, letter carrier, 
14738 Inkster Rd. 

One of three candidates for the 
three-year seat are Sheldon L. 
Chandler, 47, husband of Gloria 
Chandler, one of the four trustees 
recalled. He is an inspection 
supervisor at Detroit-DieseJ and 
resides at 9261 Ozga. The other two 


seeking that seat are Evelyn E. 
Hopewell, 36. director of Wayne 
County MIC-PRESCAD Clinic, 11087 
Whitehorn and Richard J. Zavodsky, 
36, program change coordinator for 
Ford Motor Co., 36775 Neville.

After a few months of relative 
calm, a storm is brewing over John 
Shea, the man Mayor William 
Oakley hired as his aide last 
November. 

The issue has been on simmer the 
st three weeks but came to a 
iling point at last week's council 
meeting 

Although a majority of council 
members said they were in favor of 
themayor having an aide, they have 
been disputingover what title to give 
the new position. In addition, 
Councilman Beverly McAnally has 
made two motions in recent weeks to

“We The People feels the voters 
must acquaint themselves with the 
candidates and evaluate him or her 
before casting their votes to fill this 
very important position," said 
Richard Campbell, acting chairman 
of We The People. 

“I certainly hope the citizens 
realize how important it is to select 
the most qualified people to rebuild 
the school board," continued 
Campbell, who was one of four 
appointees named by Gov. William 
Milliken to replace four school board 
trustees recalled in the March 4 
recall election. 

Neither Campbell or the other 
three interim appointments are 
running for the school board in the 
June 12 election. 

“Those elected will be responsible 
for the education of the children of 
this community. They will also be 
responsible for the expenditure of 
more than 60 percent of our tax 
dollars,” Campbell said.

“The board felt all four were

The issue became even more 
heated last week when Councilman 
Ray Cantrell publicly claimed City 
Clerk Leonard Folmar said Cantrell 
wanted Shea fired. 

During discussion on whether to 
hire a “helper” on a contract basis 
for the mayor, the titles of coor- 
dinator, aide, and assistant were 
bandied about. 

Councilman Mary Carter said she 
had "no problem” with the title, but 
“My intent was that this person be 
under a contract for two years. He 
coul i be terminated on 30 days’ 
notice by either party. 

“This (contract) was my idea of 
t living tlic matter." 

Ts. MacAnally said, “I think the 
'*■ reluctance to identify this position in 
the budget is unfortunate. I am 
concerned that our city has not 
grown that much or services ren- 
dered with the additional em- 
ployees. 

Shea, 23, is currently being paid 
out of the ordinance enforcement 
budget and has the title of computer 
rental coordinator.

Both Oakley and the council feel 
they are right in the hiring or not 
hiring of Shea. Oakley introduced 
Shea to the council as his assistant 
immediately after winning the 
mayoral race last November. 
Oakley said thecouncil greeted Shea 
warmly and felt there would be no 
problems . 

However, according to some 
council members, Oakley already 
had Shea hired as his assistant 
before there was even a position and 
a salary for the job. They, in effect, 
felt Oakley was forcing his assistant 
upon them. 

So, that's the background to the 
situation that has bogged down and 
even developed a little bit of in- 
trigue. Councilman Cantrell said at 
last week’s meeting that Folmar 
went to Cantrell’s union leaders to 
persuade him to approve the hiring 
of Shea. 

At first Folmar denied it, but then 
admitted talking with John Sudbury, 
assistant director of United Steel 
Workers Local 129 at Great Lakes 
Steel, where Cantrell works. 

“I called him, yes,” Folmar ad- 
mitted during the discussion, “but I 
only asked him to tell you how im- 
portant it was to resolve this mat- 
ter! of the mayor’s aide)." 

Cantrell said after the council

All I can say about 
John Shea would be good," Cantrell 
said. 

Folmar explained his intentions in 
talking with the union leaders was 
simply to have someone “who had 
Cantrell’s ear” to explain how 
important it was for the mayor to 
have an aide. 

Cantrell, in explaining why he felt 
the mayor didn't need an aide, said, 
“I think Bill ( Oakley ) is doing a good 
job, but he’s trying to do too much. 
The department heads need to get up 
off their duffs and do something. 

“I’m opposed to him having an 
aide at the present time until his 
department heads do their own 
work If after that he still needs an 
aide, then I’d go for it." 

Oakley told the council, "I have no 
objection to this method. A contract 
is okay with me. I have a verbal 
contract with him. The fellow knew 
his job might end in two years. 

’My main concern is that we don’t 
discriminate against this employe. 
This employee is uncomfortable in 
the present situation. 

“We need to get off dead-center. I 
just want to settle the matter.”

Volunteers are on alert for 'bad' weather 


Wayne County officials are well 
prepared to warn the public to take 
cover from potentially dangerous

That assurance came after 
recent check with the Office 


Emergency Preparedness (OEP), 
regarding plans to protect the public 
from threatening weather. 

The OEP and a specially trained

volunteer staff of ham radio 
operators have a well-developed 
communications plan to cover its 51 
Skywarn tornado watch network 

Within 30 seconds of a funnel 
sighting, the Skywarn program is 
capable of broadcasting a warning 
throughout six counties in 
southeastern Michigan When 
severe weather conditions are in- 
dicated, a group of specially trained 
volunteers rush to their spotter 
stations to begin the watch for 
potential funnel clouds, which strike 
most often in the April-to-July 
period 

The operators are equipped with 
radios that provide immediate two 
way voice contact w r ith their base 
station, located at the Wayne County 
Emergency Operating Center in 
Westland 

The area residents are among the 
135*member volunteer staff that is 
available to man "carefully 
selected" lookout points throughout 
the county’s 622 square miles. 

Generally, the lookout points are 
located in shopping center parking 
lots and along open roads so that the 
hams can monitor the weather from 
their cars and report on their mobile 
radios 

“The Wayne County volunteers 
are particularly important in 
helping avert tornado disasters 
because tornadoes can’t be detected 
by radar until they have hit the 
ground and picked up a lot of debris. 

With the mobile stations linked to 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s radio 
transmitter, a spotter’s w arning can 
be broadcast immediately over an 
inter -county police radio network, 
covering Wayne, Oakland. Macomb, 
Monroe, Washtenaw and St. Clair 
counties 

“The warning then can be relayed 
via community sirens and radio and 
television to the public. 

Skywarn was organized two years 
ago by the Wayne County OEP in 
cooperation with the National 
Weather Service The service trains 
the volunteers in identifying the 
turbulent. lightening-streaked 


Bill amends 
heating act 

State Rep. Robert C. Law (R-36th District) has 
introduced legislation expanding the eligibility 
requirements of the Home Heatimg Assistance Act 
to permit more senior citizens to participate in the 
program. 

The measure would amend the act to include 
families whose liquid assets are less than $15,000 
after they subtract the amount received from the 
recent sale of their home. 

'The act originally was intended toprovide~Senior 
citizens relief in paying their utility costs, which are 
so burdensome these days,” Law said. “However, 
after it was approved, it became apparent that 
there is a strong inequity in the funding limitation 
Many senior citizens who have owned their own 
homes andhave sold them in the last couple of years 
are disqualified because those funds now are in the 
bank, and their account is larger than $15,000. 

“We are attempting to change that law so senior 
citizens will have an equitable shot at receiving 
funds which are intended for them.” 

Law explained that the amendment would permit 
a household with liquid assets of $15,000 or more to 
be eligible to receive benefits, if all of the following 
circumstances can be demonstrated: 

—If the head of household is 65 years of age or 
older; 

—If the family had sold its home within the past 24 
months for $15,000 or more; and 

—If the liquid assets of the family after sub- 
tracting the amount received from the home total 
less than $15,000. 

“I have received a lot of support from senior 
citizens groups in Western WayneCounty,” Law 
said, “and the bill has received bfokd bipartisan 
support 

“It in no way changes the intent of the Home 
Heating Assistance Act, but simply corrects an 
inequity. I hope it receives favorable action when it 
reaches the House floor.”

District shares state 
school aid payments 


According to State Sen. William 
Faust <D-13th District). Western 
Wayne County school districts will 
be sharing in $16,288,406 in state 
school aid payments. 

“It pleases me to announce these 
payments which school districts in 
the 13th State Senatorial District 
rely on for their day-to-day 
operation,” Faust said. ‘‘These 
payments are just one more in- 
dication that state government in 
Michigan is working efficiently to 
assure that public education is 


provided throughout the state.” 

Faust noted that the April 
payment w ill be followed by similar 
state aid payments in August, Oc- 
tober and December. 

Included in the $16,288,406 aid 
money is $15,388,899 in direct state 
aid and $785,957 in Title I funds from 
the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965 Also included 
is $113,550 from the Vocational 
Education Act of 1963

Headlee claims this idea is much 
more realistic than the radical 
Jarvis proposal that is before voters 
in California Under Jarvis’ plan, 
property will be taxed on one per- 
cent of its assessed value, which 
many observers claim will spell 
doom for the largest state’s schools 
and public services 

Headlee also rates the Taxpayers 
United proposal above the current 
Tennessee initiative that would 
place a lid on all state spending over 
the next several years. 

Although the Michigan move 
would not lower taxes, its backers 
claim it would keep taxes from 
soaring out of sight in the future. 

“We want something responsioie, 
reasonable and respectable,” 
Headlee said “Our fundamental 
goal is to stabilize Michigan’s 
governmental growth by changing 
the legislative processes and at- 
titudes.” 

Of good news to Romulus 
residents, the proposal would also 
require local tax rates to be rolled 
back whenever property values 
(SEV) are increased more than the 
general cost of living. 

Headlee claims broad-based 
support for the movement, naming 
retirees, housewives, farmers, 
professionals and more than 40 state 
legislators who have endorsed the 
proposal. 

To add punch to his appeal. 
Headlee has sprinkled throughout 
his well-oiled presentation quotes 
from such luninaries as Thomas 
Jefferson, (“A government that 
governs least, governs best ”), U-of- 
M economics professor Paul Mc- 
Cracken and Nobel Prize winner 
Milton Friedman. 

For extra measure, he also throw s 
in facts like : “The average taxpayer 
works until June 1 of every year, just 
to pay his taxes” and “Industry 
doesn’t pay any taxes, it collects 
taxes by passing on any tax increase 
to you, the consumer.” 

Born in 1930 in Fort Dodge, Iowa, 
Headlee is president of Alexander 
Hamilton Life Insurance Co., which 
lists assets of nearly half a billion 
dollars. Under his leadership the 
company has risen to the top 100 in 
the nation (out of 1700 companies). 

He is a devoted Mormon, who held 
the rank of bishop in the church 
hierarchy from 1972-1974 Voted the 
outstanding alumnus in 1964 of Utah 
State University, he presently holds 
several honorary positions and sits 
on the board of directors of Oakland 
University and Michigan State 
Chamber of Commerce 

In his spare time, he has raised 
nine children, causing some people 
to comment it’s no wonder he’s 
working for a tax break. 

He is a convincing speaker, who 
knows what he wants and hou r to get 
it One indication of his prowess as a 
persuader was illustrated recently 
w hen after giving his presentation to 
Livonia city officials, the tax 
assessor immediately signed upas a 
member. 

Fortunately, Richard Headlee is 
devoting his considerable energies 
to helping alleviate the tax burden 
suffered by Michigan residents.

Doug Brown: 
Makes own 


kind of music

She’s has deep green eyes that 
smile out at you. Sandy blond 
hair and very pleasant to look at 
She also plays the piano, but 
prefers the organ, because it’s 
more fun ” 

If you get a picture of at- 
tractiveness, you’re right, 
because Chris Brown is a picture 
of beauty. But, she also is 
married to Doug Brown, the 
owner of the Doug Brown Music 
Shop, at 9219 S. Wayne Road, just 
south of Wick in the Wayneport 
Plaza 

And the Browns sell pianos, 
organs, music books and sheets 
and have made it possible for 
music fans to receive piano, 
organ, guitar lessons at their 
shop. 

“1 love playing the piano,” says 
Mrs Brown, and whenever I 
find Ihe time 1 sit at one of 
these, (pointing to an array of 
pianos and organs) and just 
play ” She prefers playing 
“sacred music", “probably 
because when I was younger I 
was a church organist. In fact, so 
was Doug, my husband, but not at 
the same church ’ ’ 

The reader shouldn’t be misled 
by the above quote Mrs Brown 
isn’t old”, by any means. Unlike 
most women, she confesses her 
age - she’s 25 

A New' Boston Huron grad, 
Mrs Brown was looking forward 
to a career in special education 
and attended both Western 
Michigan and Eastern Michigan 
universities, before she married 
Doug 

“But Doug is the real music 
lover,” she insists “And he’s 
really the real salesman of this 
team He’s gregarious, loves 
people and loves to be in- 
terviewed by the news media 

“Unfortunately, he isn’t 
available at present 

Doug Brown started in the 
selling music instruments six 
vears ago at the present location 


He has a concentration of some of 
the finest pianos and organs in 
the country and also has the 
Lowrey line, the No.l selling 
organ in the United States The 
Lowrey people like to tell their 
fans that “you can play an organ 
with one finger," and that itieir 
brand is “the official organ at 
Disney World in Florida.” 

“The organ is much easier to 
play and it really is fun,” said 
Chris “It is very easy to get 
hooked on.” 

Strolling through the Doug 
Brown Music Shop one could find 
organs priced as high as $10,500 
and before you scream, they also 
are priced at $1,295 Pianos will 
go for $1,550 and up 

Even at those prices, who buys 
them’’ 

“Well,” says Mrs Brown. “I 
had an elderly lady in here the 
other day And she told me she 
grew up during the Depression 
and always coveted a piano, 
however, because of the 
economic condition of her family, 
they couldn’t afford one. 

“But now that she has grown 
older and has the money, she said 
she was going to get one ” And 
she did 

Then, of course, there are the 
families of today who want their 
children to have an opportunity' to 
play They may not have the 
money, so they set aside for the 
children’s music lessons and 
earmark some of the budget for a 
piano or organ in the future 
Really, what better form of 
education, relaxation or even 
investment will one find than an 
organ or piano,” Mrs Brown 
pointed out 

And. Mrs Brown continued, a 
family that ow ns a piano or organ 
or plays some kind of instrument 
is one which values and respects 
life 

“People who love music aren’t 
violent people.” she says “They 
are the Mozarts, the Beethovens, 
Chopins and Strausses - who are 
in tuned with life 

Yes. music and beauty go 
together 
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Motorists traveling to Detroit Metropolitan Airport should 
avoid westbound 1-94 between Beech-Daly and Merriman 
roads now and both east-and westbound 1-94 in that stretch 
beginning April 24. Automobile Club of Michigan predicts 
that delays of up to one hour could result during peak 
travel times because of a bridge resurfacing project 
which eventually will reduce traffice from three lanes to 
one both ways in that four-mile stretch. Motorists coming 
from Detroit's East Side can avoid the congestion by 
leaving westbound 1-94 at Telegraph (M-24) and taking 
either Van Bom or Ecorse roads or Michigan Avenue to 


southbound Merriman and following it to the airport. 
Residents of northern and western suburbs can choose 
between two routes — 1-96 to southbound Telegraph, 
connecting with Merriman via Michigan. Van Born or 
Ecorse. and 1-96 to southbound 1-275, travelers from south 
and west of Detroit can taken 1-275 and eastbound 1-94 to 
Merriman Road. After that date, they should exit 1-94 
south of Wayne Road and enter the airport via eastbound 
Goddard Road. The construction project is expected to 
last until mid-May. 


Sate/ite lots could solve 
airport parking problems 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Thomas Presnell of Westland has 
suggested that temporary satellite 
parking areas for air travelers be 
set up on public or private property 
during heavy travel periods at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport in 
Romulus 

Presnell said the recent parking 
situation at the airport was 
“horrendous” and has prompted 
him to ask the Board of Com- 
missioners to explore “temporary 
parking arrangements” with the 
Wayne County Road Commission, 
the agency that runs the airport 

He said shuttle bus service could 
be arranged and cited the County 
General Hospital in Westland, the 
Warren Valley Golf Course in 
Dearborn Heights, and the Child 
Development Center in Northville as 
possible parking locations. 

“I know that the Road Com- 
mission has plans to permanently 
increase the parking facilities at the 
airport — but I am not sure that the 
proposed parking will be ready in 
time or adequate to meet the 
growing number of peoole who are 
taking vccations during the 
Christmas-Easter holidays,” 
Presnell said 

The airport presently offers 7,500 
parking spaces, with space for an 
additonal 1,000 cars planned for this 
summer. Two major private lots on 
Merriman Road offer additonal 
space with shuttle service to the 
airport 

‘‘This Easter the airport and the 
nearby private lots were jammed — 
even though airport official opened 
up an additonal 1,000 spots in the 


employee parking lot to the public,” 
Presnell said “People w ere calling 
up asking the county public in- 
formation department where they 
could park.” 

Presnell added that airport 
suggestions that people take public 
transportation, cabs, limousines or 
have someone drive them to the 
airport won t work for some 
travelers ” 

“Many travelers are senior 
citizens or families that have saved 
up enough for a low budget, charter 
vacation and would be hit hard by 
the additional expense of getting to 
and f rom the airport “he explained . 
“for example, it costs $40 roundtrip 
to go by cab from Harper Woods in 
the northeast corner of the county. 

“What about travelers who live 
elsewhere in Michigan, perhaps as 
much as 150 miles away who must 
get their plane at Metro?” Presnell 
asked. “They must drive their cars 
to Detroit and have a secure place to 
park.” 


Presrtell said budget trips often 
leave and arrive at odd hours and it 
can be difficult to “line up a family 
member or neighbor to drop you off 
and pick you up”. 

W r ith airlines dropping rates and 
offering more attractive vacation 
packages, he expects travel to 
“grow by leaps and bounds”. 

His resolution asks that the county 
consider the possibility of “leasing 
some of its unoccupied land for a 
nominal fee to the Road Com- 
mission. but only during the heavy 
Christmas-Easter period”. 

“I’m thinking particularly about 
some space at the County General 
Hospital, the Warren Valley Golf 
Course, the Child Development 
Center or other county park 
property that wouldn’t be in use 
during those weeks,” he added. 

Presnell also would like the 
discussions to include such 
possibilities as the Detroit Race 
Course in Livonia or the Michigan 
State Fairgrounds.

Grants will pay 
winter-caused cost 


Senior citizens and other low- 
income residents of Western 
Wayne County have until May 1 
to apply for federal grants up to 
$2$0 to help meet winter-caused 
costs. 

The federal payments are 
available through Communities 
United for Action Inc. (CUFA), 
the federally assisted, anti- 
poverty agency for the county 
area 

Persons who qualify are 
eligible for payments for such 
items as past unpaid utility bills, 
minor repa irs related to energy 
conservation or storm damage 
and immediate needs like 
clothing and blankets 

To qualify, individuals or 
families must have annual in- 
comes which do not exceed limits 
set by the U S. Community 
Services Administration. They 
are for an individual, $3,712; a 
family of two, $4,912, a family of 
three, $6,112; a family of four, 
$7,312; family of five, $8,512; and 


iamily of six, $9,712. For larger 
families the income limit is 
$9,712, plus $960 for each ad- 
ditional member over six. 

Families also may qualify on a 
basis of their income for the three 
months prior to their date of 
application. The three-month 
income limits are: For an in- 
dividual, $928; family of two, 
$1,228; three. $1,528; four, $1,828; 
five, $2,128, six, $2,428; seven, 
$2,728; and eight, $3,028. 

CUFA is offering another 
program in which its energy 
crews will repair minor house 
damage from winter and also will 
install energy-saying items such 
as weather-stripping, caulking, 
inside storm windows, insulation 
and door sweeps. 

Preference will be given first to 
situations which endanger or 
threaten the life, health or safety 
of the applicants, according to 
program guidelines.

Home insurance: 

Do you have enought? 


Last night a fire raged through 
your home. This morning your agent 
tells you the policy doesn’t totally 
cover the contents in the house nor 
does it replace the burned out 
structure Many home owners 
become aware of this fact after the 
fire, not before it. according to the 
Insurance Information Institute 

Ill urges home owners to beware 
Because of inflation and rapidly 
increasing labor and materials 
costs, a home cannot be replaced 
totally unless enough insurance is 
carried 

You can prevent being un- 
derinsured by reviewing your 
homeowner’s policy annually with 
your agent and discussing with him 
procedures and criteria in case of a 
future loss. 

Homeowners’ policies are 
available with a replacement cost 
provision” that can help lower 
premiums while providing coverage 
for the total replacement of full or 
partial losses to property, says II 

To qualify for such a policy, the 
home owner must carry an amount 
of insurance equal to at lease 80 
percent of the home’s actual 
replacement value 

The effect of Hi** replacement 
clause can be illustrated as follows 

.Assume a $50.00* home is insured 
tor $40,000 (or bo percent of its 
replacement value* Under the 
replacement cost provision, if you 
ha\e a $20,000 partial loss, insurance 
would pay the full $2o,000 minus any 
deductible and depreciation of 
contents, a^d •/ *he home, if ap 
plicable 

Insurance companies use another 
formula to pay for losses not covered 
under the replacement cost 
provision 


For example, if a $60,000 home had 
a partial loss of $45,000, but was 
insured for only $30,000 ( 50 percent, 
which is less than the 80 percent 
required under the replacement 
clause ) the company could pay one 
of two wavs (whichever was 
larger). 

Mj It could take the amount of 
insurance carried ($30,000) divide it 
by Die amount required under the 
replacement clause ( $48,000) and 
multiply it by partial loss ($45,000) 
in this case paying $28,125 

(2) It could pay the owner the 
actual cash value of the loss, less 
depreciation, up to the policy 
limits— that is, the amount of in- 
surance you actually are carrying 

However, some home owners are 
finding it difficult to insure older 
homes under the replacement cost 
provision because it would cost more 
to replace the home at today 's prices 
for materials than the home is worth 
on the market 

For this reason, the Insurance 
Services Office (ISO), a national 
rating and statistical organization, 
has introduced to a new so-called 
Actual Cash Value policy (HO-8). 
Under HO-8 the policyholder pays 
for insurance based on the actual 
cash 'market) value of his home, 
keeping his premiums at a lower 
rate 

One thing to remember A policy 
never pays more than its limits, 
therefore if a $50,000 home is insured 
for only $40,000. the insurance 
company can only pay up to the 
policy limits: $40,000 

The homeowner would have to 
make up the rest of the loss himself, 
which serves as a good reminder to 
take advantage of the replacement 

cost provision, says III

A bill passed by the House and 
sent to the senate would allow an 
unloaded antique firearm to be 
carried without a concealed 
weapons permit, the Western Wayne 
County Democrat said, adding that 
an unloaded antique gun does not 
pose the same threat as today’s 
firearms, since the former are 
difficult and time consuming to load. 

“The bill would correct a loophole 
in the existing law which allows a 
person to carry around a concealed, 
loaded gun, simply because it is 
classed as an antique,” Mahalak 
said. 

He went on to say that the term 
antique refers to the type of firing 
system of the gun, rather than its 
actual date of manufacture. 
Therefore, a gun made this year 
would qualify as an antique firearm 
if it is an unaltered replica of a pre- 
1899 weapon which did not use 
rimfire or conventional center 
fireignition with fixed ammunition 

Mahalak added that firearms 
manufactured before 1899, which do 


use fixed ammunition are con- 
sidered antiques, if the ammunition 
used is no longer manufactured in 
the United States and is not readily 
available commercially 

He went on to say that the antique 
car bill, recently signed into law, 
corrects a problem for vintage 
vehicle enthusiasts. 

The State's Vehicle Code sets a 
number of requirements for horns, 
lights and mirrors, as well as other 
safety equipment In order to meet 
those requirements, owners of 
historical vehicles had to make 
modifications which ruin the 


original design of the vehicle. 

The new law amends the code to 
exempt from certain equipment 
standards vehicles licensed as 
historical vehicles, if the old car. as 
originally equipped, failed to meet 
those standards Specifically, the 
exemptions would cover headlights, 
tail lights, brake lights, mirrors and 
windshields, Mahalak said 

In order to license a historic 
vehicle, a car must be at least 25 
years old. Thus the new law does not 
pose a threat to traffic safety since 
only a few vehicles would be eligible 
for the exemption, Mahalak added, 
saying that historical vehicles most 


commonly are used on t he highways 
in connection with old car club ac- 
tivities, exhibition tours and 
parades 

The Department of State has 
issued about 15,500 historical vehicle 
license plates since 1951 The plates 
are issued on a permanent basis, 
and the department estimates that 
only about 10.000 vehicles with those 
plates exist at the present time. 

Of that number, only a small 
percentage probably are old enough 
to have been manufactured in a way 
which fails to meet equipment 
standards required by the Vehicle 
Code, Mahalak added 
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Residents receive degrees 
from Central Michigan U.

The cause is right , 
but target wrong 


Suppose your car breaks down and 
you have it towed into a repair shop. 
One of the two mechanics on duty goes 
to work on it and eventually makes the 
repairs. 

Later, you get a bill for the services 
rendered that is way out of line. Which 
of the two mechanics do you go after? 
The one who did the work and billed 
you, or the one who simply watched 
the repairs being made, and did not 
benefit from the job. 

Well, the answer is obvious. No 
reasonable human being would hold 
the mechanic who just watched 
responsible for the bill or the repairs. 
But in Romulus, a group of citizens 
has made the decision that someone in 
the community is going to pay and pay 
dearly for the recent tax 
reassessment, and the handiest guy in 
town happens to be the city assessor, 
David Krause. 

While everyone is willing to concede 
that Krause had little, if anything to do 
with the reassessment, when it comes 
to getting a ‘pound of flesh’, Krause 
lias become the target of angry 
residents. 

We have stated in a number of 
recent editorials that we agree 
complely with the complaints coming 
from irate Romulus taxpayers, but do 


not agree with the group’s decision to 
make Krause the sacrificial lamb who 
they apparently feel they need in order 
to unite the community behind its goal 
of tax reform. 

We have said before, and we will say 
it again, the county was responsible 
for the recent tax reassessment. 

We feel that the leaders of the tax 
revolt in Romulus are providing a 
disservice to the residents of the 
community. 

There is one way, and only one, that 
the taxpayers of Romulus, or any 
other community, may acheive the tax 
reform they seek. That is through a 
change in the state law that essentially 
controls the machinery of city, county, 
and state taxation. 

We feel that the Krause issue is 
simply a smoke screen to mislead the 
residents of the community into 
believing that the problem has been 
solved. 

Removing Krause, the entire city 
council, and the mayor would not 
rectify the situation when the city 
leaders and department heads can do 
nothing more than stand by and 
simply watch, while the county 
mechanics work on the broken down 
vehicle called taxation. 


Change the law 
or Geralds must go 


“A rose by any other name is still a 
rose”, and a thief by any other name is 
still a thief, even if he or she happens 
to also be a member of the House of 
Representatives, but maybe not if you 
live in Michigan. 

It is ironic that our Lansing 
lawmakers have invested so heavily in 
the rhetoric of returning the public 
trust to the business of politics, but 
have failed so miserably when it 
comes time to earning the respect of 
the citizens of this state who pay their 
salaries. 

We understand, but do not 
necessarily accept, the reality of 
politics as practiced in Lansing. But, 
the case of Monti Geralds, the 42-year- 
old convicted embezzler from Madison 
Heights, has strained the 
Legislature’s credibility past the 
breaking point. 

Two weeks ago, Geralds was con- 
victed by a jury of his peers, for 
embezzling $24,500 from one of his 
former law clients. He converted that 
client’s money to his own use, and 
when discovered, was disbarred by 
the state Bar Grievance Board. 

When Geralds carried his case to the 
Michigan Supreme Court, that 
honorable body, true to its glorious 
past tradition of catering to influencial 
state politicians, reduced the 
disbarment to a mere three-year 
suspension. 

With that decision by the state’s 
highest court, the ball was back in the 
legislators’ court. 

The lawmakers, realizing that the 
presence of a convicted embezzler 
within the hallowed halls of the Capitol 
building did not look too good to the 
folks back home, began their 
discussions on how to best deal with 
the problem. 

True to its past record of making 
few, if any, decisions on important 
questions, especially if the question 
dealt with one of its members, the 
House of Representatives turned the 


matter over to the attorney general of 
Michigan. 

Frank Kelly, the crusader against 
public utilities, was also true to his 
past record of devotion to Frank 
Kelly’s political career, and returned 
to the house a classic legal opinion that 
deserves to be talked about for a good 
long time. 

Kelly’s opinion stated, “Where an 
embezzlement by a public official is 
unrelated to his public duties and 
involves private funds taken from a 
private person, the crime does not 
involve a breach of the public trust 
and a person convicted of such a crime 
is eligible to serve in the Legislature.” 

What in effect Kelly said was, that if 
an elected public official is convicted 
of stealing from the state, he may 
have to face removal proceedings, but 
if that elected official only steals from 
a citizen who is paying his salary, 
tough. 

We think that the Monti Geralds 
case is symptomatic of the problems 
facing Michigan. 

When the time comes for the state to 
establish a set of dual standards of 
conduct, one for the residents of the 
state, and the other for the state’s 
lawmakers, it is time for the citizens 
of this state to shine a light under the 
rocks in Lansing. 

We do not feel that there can be any 
justification for the retention of 
Geralds in his House seat. 

We do not feel that there can be any 
separation of the standard of conduct 
between elected officials and the 
people of Michigan. 

Geralds was convicted of a felony by 
a jury in a court of law. 

If the lawmakers in Lansing feel 
that embezzlement should not be 
grounds for censure, they should 
change the state’s criminal code, and 
allow all of the citizens of the state to 
play the same game, not just one of 
their own. 


Flowers for Algernon 

or 

What price freedom?

Daniel Helton was bom on Nov. 13, 1950 
in Elgin, 111. Reared in Riverview, Mich., 
he graduated from that high school in 1968 
and from Northern Michigan University 
in 1972 with majors in political science 
and psychology. 

He married Deborah Foster in 1972 and 
the couple had a daughter, Rachel, bom 
in 1975. The Heltons lived in and around 
Marquette until Dec. 1976, “held there by 
a love of nature that the surrounding 
countryside kept satisfied and at times, it 
seemed, requited.’’ 

A former record store and book store 
owner, Helton has also been a forest 
ranger and currently is employed as an 
agent of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

His strongest interests, he says, “are 
extended families, gardening and 
literature.” 


This letter is a response to the lead ar- 
ticle of your April 5th edition. 

The idea of banning books has always 
frightened me. Although I acknowledge 
the difference between the banning of a 
book from society at large and removing of 
a book from a public school curriculum, 
even the limited banning advocated by Mr. 
Griffith is, in my opinion, a serious and 
frightening matter. 

I read Flowers For Algernon by Daniel 
Kayes twelve years ago, when I was in the 
10th grade. 

Since “The Enterprise” neglected an 
account of the book in its article, I believe 
such an account is appropriate at this 
time. If I remember correctly, Algernon is 
a rat whom scientists have injected with a 
drug which greatly increases its in- 
telligence. 

The pattern, after injection of the drug, 
is for the rat to gradually become capable 
of ever greater feats of intelligence until a 
peak is reached. Thereafter, the rat’s 
intelligence begins an accelerating 
deterioration; the deterioration ends in 
death. 

The story is told through the eyes of 
Charly who, at the book’s beginning, is a 
feeble minded custodian at the laboratory 
at which the above-described experiments 
are being carried out. The format of the 
book is a series of letters written by 
Charly. In the hope of at least a few 
months of normal life, Charly convinces 
the scientists to inject him with the drug.

The notice arrived in the mail, just as it 
had so many times in the past, announcing 
the registration date for Little League 
Baseball tryouts But this time, things 
would be different. 

As tlie father of three boys and a 
bouncing, pig-tailed little girl, I have 
come to accept the encroachment on my 
personal time that Little League imposes. 
Usually, in spite of a brother’s clause (a 
pronouncement by the league that 
brothers would be allowed to play on the 
same team), I have faced the problem of 
finding all three of my boys on different 
teams, playing and practicing at different 
fields and times 

In the past, mom and I have shared the 
responsibility of admiring our ballplayers 
during their games, even though this left 
little time for us to admire each other. 

If Scott, age 11, was playing at Madison 
School, 14-year-old Mark was playing at 
Adams, and 15-year-old Dennis was at 
Henry Ruff Fortunately for us, but un- 
fortunately for her, 9-year-old Jennifer, 
usually found herself playing in the sand 
pile behind one of the field’s backstops. 

Now it looks like all of that will be 
changed 

When the notice first arrived, it was 
received as usual, complaints that 
baseball officials did not really have to 
wait until the snow was gone before 
starting the programs, reliving all of the 
brilliant plays of last year, and much 


The pattern, as witnessed in Algernon 
and the other rats, is repeated in Charly. 
The book ends after Charly has nearly 
completed the cycle (becoming at its peak 
the most intelligent of humans) but before 
his inevitable death. As do most people 
during the course of their lives, Charly 
falls in love and develops a relationship 
with someone of the opposite sex. 

TTie love scenes in the book are not 
gratuitous. In fact, Charly’s relationship 
with the woman in the story is an im- 
portant element of what is, perhaps, the 
book’s central question: Were Charly’s 
few months of intelligent, “normal” 
existence worth the quickened death which 
followed? 

The preceeding account is necessary 
because without knowledge of the book’s 
content, a judgment of any kind con- 
cerning it is irrational. Flowers For 
Algernon raises several important 
questions about modem life that are 
particularly relevant to those readers who 
are approaching adulthood. To ignore the 
questions is not to solve their correspon- 
ding problems. 

TTie finding of certain material to be 
objectionable is a personal and subjective 
judgment. One may, I suppose, find 
Flowers For Algernon objectionable on 
ethical, literary, moral or other grounds. 

The determination that, for one reason 
or another, the book should not be 
presented to children of certain ages is 
within a person’s rights to make. If that 
person wishes to alert other parents to the 
danger he or she has spotted, that, too, is 
both just and reasonable. 

However, to deny another child the 
opportunity to study with others a book 
which seeks to impart knowledge and raise 
questions that are important con- 
siderations in a child of his or her age is to 
overstep those rights. Certainly, that in- 
dividual may seek to have those questions 
raised to his or her child through alter- 
native sources, and the teacher and school 
system should be receptive to such sen- 
sitivities, but the majority should be 
allowed to study that which they do not 
find objectionable and which the teacher, 
using his or her professional judgment, 
has determined to be best suited to impart 
the lesson at hand. 

This does not mean that I advocate the 
admittance into curriculum of any 
material which a teacher or school system 
might conceivably opt should be in- 
tentionally imparted to anyone. I admit 


that, in certain grave circumstances, I 
may wish for the removal of some 
material from a school curriculum. 

However, the banning of a book is an 
ominous undertaking; one not to be taken 
lightly or in ignorance of the material. To 
look to particular words or pages in 
making the determination is a serious 
error. By the standards established by Mr. 
Griffith for Flowers For Algernon the 
books of the bible “Ruth” and “The Song 
of Solomon” would also be restricted 
reading; much if not all of Shakespeare 
would be condemned. 

Once begun, where does it end? 

If one does find it necessary to question 
the admittance of some material into a 
school’s curriculum, the question that 
must be asked is this: What does the 
material, in its total context, seek to im- 
part or is reasonably likely to impart to the 
intended reader? 

If one decides that the material being 
considered is so repugnant in effect that its 
forced removal justifies the dangers 
inherent in taking such action, then one 
should proceed accordingly. However, one 
must be fully cognizant of the logical 
implications of his actions. To do other- 
wise is dangerous policy 

Finally, “The Enterprise” must itself be 
taken to task for its coverage of the story. 

The article was placed on the front page, 
without notation to indicate that it ex- 
pressed opinion rather than presented ' 
news. The paper apparently made no 
effort uther to contact the teacher involved 
or other school officials to solicit their 
views or to delve deeper into the disputed 
book than the five pages which were 
presented to it by Mr. Griffith. 

In other words, the paper presented an 
opinionated article from a position of 
ignorance under the guise of objective 
reporting. For an individual to act in such 
a way is folly; for a newspaper it is an 
irresponsible use of its communicative 
function

Nothing in this world is perfect. 

As good as our national form of govern- 
ment is, it still has shortcoming which over 
the years cry for modification. 

One fault which has earned the criticism 
of almost every American at one time or 
another is the pushing of specific issues by 
elected officials which run at cross pur- 
poses to how their constituents feel. 

Examples which stand out are the 
Vietnam War and the Panama Canal 
treaties. Polls taken across the nation 
showed that the vast majority of citizens 
were against the Vietnam War and wanted 
it stopped, and that they favored keeping 
the canal for ourselves.

Although critics of this type of action are 
told that when election time comes, these 
politicians can be voted out of office, it 
would seem that corrective legislation 
could be enacted to take care of such 
situations. 

When election time does come, perhaps 
the candidates who are running against 
the person who the public would like to 
dump, are a worse lot than he is. So, that 
course of action leaves something to be 
desired. 

Instead, it would make more sense to 
have our forms of local, state and national 
governments to incorporate built-in 


mechanisms that would correct such 
differences. 

Suppose, for example, that a U. S. 
senator has a specific issue that directly 
affects his area of representation, but that 
the electorate in his district is vehemently 
opposed. Or, the situation could be vice 
versa. 

In any event, if the law specifically 
stated that the electorate could petition to 
hold an election to determine public 
opinion on the issue in question, it would go 
a long way to resolving the matter. 

If such an election found that the 
senator’s constituents were in direct op- 
position to his views, he would then be 
bound by law to vote in Congress to reflect 
their feelings. 

Surely, in this land of freedoms and 
opportunity, such legislation or something 
similar, could be enacted to give the 
American people the feeling that how they 
think does make a difference in the 
scheme of things. 

If it is publicized all over the world that 
our American people have a voice in the 
operation of their local, state and national 
governments, then give them that voice 
literally. 

For our elected officials, especially on 
the national level, to consistently vote on 
issues in direct contradiction to the 
feelings of their constituents, can only 
contribute to unrest and unhappiness in 
our nation’s future.

Gone but not completely

Not too long ago. possibly three weeks or 
so, I read an obit in one of the Detroit daily 
newspapers. Now of course, there is 
nothing unusual about a newspaper run- 
ning a last piece about somebody; indeed, 
it’s a daily event. 

Yet, I objected to the cavalier fashion in 
which this particular obit was published. 

The person involved was named Bill 
Kenny, and he expired at age 63 in New 
Westminster, British Columbia. The obit 
which is the object of my ire was published 
in Section B; only one-column wide and 
two-inches deep. 

What’s my objection? Simply this. Bill 
Kenny was the last surviving member of a 
singing group whose name was a 
household word from 1939 to the early 
1950’s. 

Kenny sang lead tenor. If the ever heard 
him and the group sing “Paper Doll”, you 
will immmediately recognize the name of 
the group: the Ink Spots. 

Now it just seems to me that a person 
who held the esteem and respect of so 
many pop music lovers for so long ought to 
be accorded just a little more than a short 
squib buried in the second section of a 
newspaper 

I do not for a moment suggest that the 
tasteless and shabby excesses which 
surrounded the carnival of Elvis 
Presley’s funeral be likewise applied to 
Bill Kenny. Indeed, I’m sure that had it 
been possible, Presley would have per- 
sonally put an immediate and abrupt halt 
to the outrageous exploitation of his death. 

, But must we forget Kenny completely? 

What I want to do in this column is write 
about another musician who died several 
years ago; a musician whose passing went 
about as unrecognized as did Bill Ken- 
ny’s. 


You won’t find his name in too many 
books, and unless you are an afficionado of 
an art form known as Dixieland Jazz, his 
name won’t be familiar to you. 

He fronted a typical Dixieland band; 
himself on coronet, a clarinetist, trom- 
bonist, drummer, piano, and string bass. 
His name, incidiently, was ’Muggsy’ 
Spa nier. 

In the very early 1950’s, there was still 
room for traveling bands such as 
Muggsy’s, although the esoteric nature of 
his music didn't always draw the big 
money spenders that club owners needed 
to provide decent paydays. 

One night, it was a Monday in 1951, 
Muggsy was booked into a club just outside 
of Denver in the small town of Arvada, 
Colorado. The club was named the Zan- 
zibar and the owner was trying to keep 
Dixieland alive by bringing in bands like 
the one Muggsy had organized. 

On this particular Monday night, the 
house was empty except for two young 
GI’s who had the best table available. It’s 
hard for musicians to perform for empty 
tables, but Mpggsy’s band was blowing its 
best for the obviously appreciative GI's. 
At the end of each session, they’d clap and 
cheer — their ovation sometimes seemed 
to mock them in the empty room. 

It was break time. Evidently in ap- 
preciation. the entire band came over to 
the GI’s, introduced themselves, and sat 
down for a libation or two. 

It was a thrill beyond description. Both 
of the GI’s had been somewhat active with 
bands in civilian life, and the chance to 
meet and talk with some of the giants of 
Dixieland almost seemed like a dream 
come true. 

As the night wore on a few more 
customers entered the club, Muggsy 
continued to direct the band’s efforts 


toward the enjoyment of the two GI’s. At 
the last break, he came back to their table 
and gave them four passes for the 
Saturday night show. 

They showed up Saturday night, and 
were escorted — with two Belles from 
Denver on their arms — to the same front 
table they had occupied on the disasterous 
Monday night ^Jut this time the house was 
jammed A good band responds to the 
mood of a crowd, and the music was 
superb. 

Then after a song, Muggsy stopped and 
went to the microphone. He introduced the 
two GI’s as "...my very good friends from 
Michigan and Pennsylvania...’’ The 
Denver Belles were properly impressed 
and the crowd acknowledged the presence 
of Muggsy’s friends. 

Next came the blockbuster. Muggsy 
asked the two men to come up and sit in for 
a couple of songs. 

Though both were rusty, it was a once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunity. The Pennsylvania 
GI picked up the string bass, and the 
Michigan GI sat down at the drums. Both 
had played these instruments as civilitans. 

They went through four classics: 
Muscrat Ramble, Tin Roof Blues, Ram- 
part Street Parade, and Sweet Georgia 
Brown. The thrill remains to this day. 

Two GI’s, over a thousand miles from 
home, sitting in with one of the true 
legends of jazz. 

As we wrote earlier, Muggsy’s death 
was noticed by only a few; but but the 
drummer from Michigan will never forget 
him, and I’m sure the bass player from 
Pennsylvania harbors the same exciting 
memory. 

We wish God’s peace for all those who 
have passed our way a nd made our lives a 
little happier and pray we never forget 
those wonderful people.

Newspaper writing is a unique 
profession. 

This has been a recognized fact through 
the years and stories of newspaper 
reporters are too numerous (and too 
notorious) to mention. But all that seems 
to be changing. 

Before, in the early days of journalism, 
many new spaper editors and writers were 
regarded as degenerate or, at least, less 
than ethical in their gathering of news. 

Some of the best stories came from the 
stolen files of a prominent individual or 
from a tipoff man spying on certain 
elected officials. In addition, often some of 
the most salacious stories were hatched 
around a bar room table at the midnight 
hour. 

Reporters were known to be heavy 
drinkers, hopping from bar to bar in 
search of a ’’scoop”. One of the best known 
stories concerns Mark Bellinger, who for 
years covered the night club and late-hour 
‘‘beat’’ in New York City. 

After he passed away, one writer 
suggested to the editor that several 
reporters be given a chance at the job of 
covering the night clubs for late-night 
news stories. 

The gruff editor, knowing full well the 
dangers of the "watering holes” with their 
midnight madness, growled, "No Sir! 
We’ll assign one person to the beat. Let’s 
only ruin one person at a time!” 

All this came to mind when I got a phone 
call the other day from a top Wayne 
County official who called and invited me 
to lunch in Detroit. ‘There’s only one 
problem,’’ he admitted, in offering the 
invitation. ‘‘I don’t drink and there aren’t 


many restaurants you can go to that 
doesn’t serve alcohol.” 

Sensing that I had come upon a rare 
breed, I quickly countered that I didn’t 
drink either and had a great distaste for 
going into bars. "Good,” he replied, "We’ll 
get together soon.” 

It’s kind of unusual, I guess, but in the 
seven or eight years I’ve been toiling as a 
reporter on four different newspapers, I’ve 
never had to enter a bar to get a story. 

And that makes me very happy 
Although, I will admit that not too many 
big stories break over a bottle of red pop 

Another changing face in the newspaper 
business is the growing number of females 
entering the reporting field. But I don’t 
mind that one bit. They’re certainly much 
prettier than many of the craggy-faced 
veteran male reporters I’ve labored with 
to meet impending deadlines late at night. 

I’ve scanned several high school 
newspapers lately and the girls seem to 
dominate the roster of reporters and 
editors. Now, I have nothing against girl 
writers, I just hate to 9ee boy writers "fade 
away”. 

Since my wife and I have three sons — it 
looks like we’re trying to reverse the 
trend. (Now if they only learn to read and 
write). 

Yes, newspaper work is steadily 
changing. Means of gathering news have 
become more respectable and it looks like 
the gals are taking over. 

When I go home tonight for supper, I 
think I’ll ask my three sons, "Is there a 
reporter in the house?” 

I know we’ll have a budding journalist in 
the family if he hands me a cold red pop to 
share as he gives me his answer

Cloning: We need 
to know information 



More information should be made 
public on the subject of cloning 
Scientists seem to feel that 
ignorance is bliss for the average 
person. Experiments in many fields 
are" conducted in near secrecy But 
without understanding of what 
(dually is takingplace in the field of 
cloning, we are left with only our 
imaginations to fill in the void when 
data is not readily available 
Ix?t’s pretend for a moment. 

It is the year 2010. When private 
health insurance companies 
collapsed in the 1980s. the govern- 
ment. out of neccessity. introduced 
insurance reform that made good 
medical care obtainable for all 
citizens. Because of this, the 
population of t lie world has in- 
creased rapidly. The average life 
'expectancy is now 102 years. 

Five years ago cloning became a 


perfected science, but the cost of a 
clone is astronomical.

here to protest the inequality of 
cloning “Prolonged life,” they 
argue, “should not bear a price tag. 
The clones should be shared equally

As the car in which Edward is 
riding sneaks off into the night, a 
rock shatters a first floor window of 
the university. The crowd presses 
forward The demonstration is no 
longer peaceful. 

A far fetched story of course. One 
conceived with a complete lack of 
knowledge of cloning, the exception 
being a few r short new spaper articles 
I have read on the subject . However, 
scientists, by their very nature, will 
not be satisfied with the cloning of a 
frog, as has been reported. The 
cloning of a human being will some 
day take place. (If it has not 
already, as one writer claims.) 

The chance of this happening

brings up unlimited issues that must 
be resolved By cloning, are we 
playing God? If the clones are to be 
carbon copies of human beings, will 
we have the right to sacrifice their 
lives for our own? Who will be 
responsible fqr these clones? If most 
scientists are atheists, how will they 
feel we differ from the clones, for is 
itnot our souls thatsetus apart from 
other animals? Will there be a 
cloning bank available to all, or will 
a price tag, out of reach for the 
average person, be put on the 
various parts? Will shopping for 
body replacements someday be 
similar to buying meat in the 
market 9 Will they be marked U.S 
Grade A, etc.? 

It is a fascinating subject. Maybe, 
within the next few years, the 
scientists now working on perfecting 
a clone, will be willing to share their 
progress with an interested public. 


History a new way 


Is there a new approach to the 
study of American History? Wayne 
County Community College in- 
structor Daniel Droz thinks so, and 
will be offering “Patterns of 
American Life: A Cultural History 
of 17- 19 th Century America” 
beginning May 4. 

The new course, initiated for 
WC3’s upcoming spring term 
registration, will attempt to tap 
local resources of museums and 
historical collections to illustrate its 
particular topics of study. 

“We think that his approach will 
take the study of famous events, 
movements and lifestyles in 
American history a step further by 
utilizing the ’living record’ of 
Americana now r available to us,” 
Droz said. “Instead of staying 
merely within the confines of text- 
books, students in this course will be 
able fo absorb their history by ob- 
serving it in a number of ways, chief 
among them through the actual 
artifacts.” 


“Patterns of American Life” will 
utilize the combined collections of 
the Henry Ford Museum, Greenfield 
Village, the Detroit Historical 
Museum and the “Your Heritage 
House’’ for field-study “classroom” 
experiences. In such a unique way 
cultural aspects observed beyond 
the traditional classroom setting 
will enable students to approach 
history in more concrete terms. 

Such areas as industrial and 
agricultural technology, the crafts, 
architecture, transportation and 
homearts will be taught, all through 
a mixture of audio, visual and tactile 
media approaches. 

“Patterns of American Life: A 
Cultural History of 17th-19th Cen- 
tury America” will meet from 2 to 6 
p.m Wednesdays, beginning May 4 
for 12 weeks.

told to proclaim the Good News to all 
creation, and “Faith will bring with 
it these miracles: believers will cast 
out devils in my name and speak in 
strange tongues; if they handle 
snakes or drink any deadly poison, 
they will come to no harm ; and the 
sick on whom they lay their hands 
will recover.” How could we fault 
people for not believing our gospel of 
Jesus if we did not accompany it 
with the signs he himself promised? 

It was this discrepancy between 
God’s plan and the reality of life in 
the church which prompted some 
Christians in the Catholic Church to 
search further than traditional 
church practices and expectations 
for the promised power of the Holy 
Spirit. And so was born charismatic 
renewal within the Catholic Church 

The search has led us to greater 
appreciation of the presence of the 
Holy Spirit in Protestant and Or- 
thodox communities of the church, 
and a greater appreciation of the 
spiritual riches of our own heritage 
embodied in the lives of the saints 
and devout communities. 

Essentially, the search has led us 
deeper into the Christian life in the 
Lord Jesus. We have found nothing 
really new or different from the 
values and riches contained in the 
scriptures and accepted by the 
church. 

As people rediscovering an old 
masterpiece of art, we had to clean 
off the dirt and scuffs acquired in 
centuries of disuse and abuse 
Sometimes, like professional 
restores, we have had to remove a 
whole other picture painted over the 
masterpiece. 

The modern painting may have 
even been attractive, but it has to be 
removed, if the masterpiece is to 
become evident. Removal of surface 
additions is a delicate task, lest the 
original be damaged. We are under 
no delusion that the restoration and 
renewal is yet complete. Given our 
sinful human condition, we will 
never finish on this earth where 
distoritions continue to occur. 

The analogy of restoring a 
masterpiece is, of course, imperfect. 
The Holy Spirit also develops and 
improves the church over time In 
our restoration we must be able to 


discern Jhe difference between 
genuine development by the Holy 
Spirit, and additions imposed by 
misguided people. Renewal of Jesus’ 
church is no task for a careless hack 

The means or vehicles of this 
restoration and renewal in the life of 
faith is dependence' on the word of 
God. The word of God to use is 
discovered in prayer, in all the 
scriptures, and in the authentic 
faith consciousness of Christian 
people as described by the teaching 
of the church These three resources 
are essential to avoid self-deception 
and missing the word of God. 

What are the lines and colors of 
the renewed masterpiece? First is 
complete conversion to Jesus as our 
lord and savior, as the messiah and 
son of God This step in faith is basic 
and opens a person to the saving 
grace of God 

Complete conversion to Jesus 
opens a person wide to the onrush of 
the Holy Spirit, sometimes called 
rebirth or baptism in the Holy Spirit. 

Followint? the insieht of Jesus to 
love God and our neighbors as 

ourselves leads us to form an in- 
timate community of brothers and 
sisters praising the Lord and caring 
lovinly for each other’s needs. This 
community is localized in the 
celebration of the Eucharist and 
extends to embrace all the church to 
whom we relate as organs in a body. 

Awareness of the Holy Spirit leads 
to recognition of alien evil spirits 
sometimes afflicting us. and hence 
the need in some cases for 
deliverance. We also recognize how 
our feelings and subconscious mind, 
which influence our present 
behavior, have been hurt by the sins 
of ourselves and others, and hense 
the need for healing and forgiveness. 

As we arc restored we discoverour 
charisms, or Godgiven talents, for 
the service of others in the com- 
munity. Each person has his or her 
particular talent to contribute to the 
whole community, and we are all 
deprived, if anyone fails to con- 
tribute his or her talent. 

All this and much more. More 
information is available through our 
church and prayer group. In all 
things, let ns proclaim Jesus Christ 
is Lord*

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With mandatory sentences 


Bills would curb sex crimes against children 


A two-bill package designed to 
curb the incidence of sexual crimes 
against children was introduced last 
week in the Senate by State Sen. 
David A. Plawecki, (D-Dearborn 
Heights). 

In addition to a tough, mandatory 
prison . term for convicted Child 
molesters, the legislation provides 


for jail sentences, psychiatric 
evaluation, and treatment for in- 
dividuals who suggest or entice a 
child to perform criminal sexual 
acts. 

“The primary concern,” said 
Plawecki, “should be to protect our 
young children from harm.’ 1 

“By imposing stiff, mandatory jail 


sentences, hopefully we can deter 
these offenders from committing 
sex crimes against children,” he 
said. 

According to terms of the first 
measure, a child molester convicted 
of first degree criminal sexual 
assault with a minor would serve a 
mandatory prison term of at least 10

years. That provision, noted 
Plawecki, was developed in con- 
junction with a Taylor citizens’ 
group organized by Mrs. Shelley 
Emmons to stop the incidence of 
sexual assault on children The 
group is circulating petitions in the 
downriver area in an effort to help 
ensure passage of the 10 year 
mandatory sentencing bill 

‘In addition to the concept of 
mandatory sentences,” said 
Plawecki, “there is evidence to 
indicate that psychiatric treatment 
is essential if we are to effectively 
stop these criminal acts.” 


with children. Individuals afflicted 
with the disease come from every 
economic strata, say experts, but 
recent cases tend to indicate a 
growing incidence of sexual 
aberration among educated and 
higher income offenders. 

Under the provisions of the second 
measure, anyone who suggests, 
accosts, entices, or solicits a child 
less than 16 years of age to submit to 
sexual conduct would be sii) ject to a 
jail term of up to two years, instead 
of the current one year prescribed 
sentence. Subsequent offenders 


would be guilty of a felony, 
punishable by imprisonment for up 
to 10 years, a fine of up to $5 
thousand, or both. 

In assessing the penalty, the bill 
would authorize the sentencing 
judge to order a psychiatric 
evaluation of the offender. The 
evaluation would have to include at 
least 15 hours of examination within 
the first 45 days from sentencing. 
Upon completion of the evaluation 
and after a hearing for the offender, 
the judge could prescribe further 
treatment as part of the penalty.

The Calceolaria is a 
tender perennial, but it 
usually is treated as an 
annual and discarded 
after flowering. You can 
save the seeds and plant 
them in July or August. 
It usually is difficult to 
bring these plants to 
flower in the home, 
however, because they 
require 2*£ to four 
months of cool tem- 
peratures — 55-60 

degrees at night and 65- 
70 degrees during the 
day —and bright light 
from late fall through 
early spring. 

Insect pests are not a 
major problem with 
these plants.

Double bottoms 


ban would increase costs 


A state ban of double-bottomed 
(tandem) tankers would add $37 
million to the cost of transporting 
gasoline from refinery to service 
stations, according to a study by the 
Michigan Petroleum Association. 

The study was prompted by a 
package of bills presently under 
consideration in the State 
Legislature. If passed, the bills 
would ban the use of double bottoms 
for hauling gasoline and would 
restrict gasoline deliveries to 9,000- 
gallon loads in single-trailer 
tankers. 

“Such a ban is not in the best in- 
terests of the people of the state, 


both in terms of highway safety and 
simple economics,” said Charles 
Gallup of Ann Arbor, president of 
the association. 

Outlawing double-bottom tankers 
and the subsequent 9,000-gallon limit 
on payloads would increase delivery 
costs by as much as 65 percent, he 
added. 

“This w-ould result in a minimum 
of $37 million per year in additional 
energy costs to the consumer, 
Gallup said. “A statewide fleet of 
approximately 675 tanker vehicles 
presently transport seven billion 
gallons of gasoline and fuel oil to 
consumers annually in Michigan. 
More than half of these vehicles are 
double- bottoms.

“To ban the use of that large a 
portion of our state wide fleet is 
extremely umvise. 

“For one thing, it would 
necessitate a significant increase in 
the actual number of tankers 
required to transport gasoline and 
fuel oil. The presence of more 
vehicles on the highways, each 
traveling more miles because of 
smaller payloads, inevitably will 
increase the risk factor while at the 
same time causing prices to go up at 
the pump.’’ 

The study revealed that double- 
bottoms have a substantially lower 
accident rate than single-trailer 
units During the 2-year period 1975- 


76, singles experienced 12 accidents 
per 10 million miles traveled while 
doubles had less than eight ac- 
cidents per 10 million miles 
traveled. 

During that same period, double- 
bottoms accounted for the delivery 
of 9.2 billion gallons of gasoline and 
fuel oil while singles were able to 
deliver only 4.5 billion gallons. On 
that basis, the doubles were 
responsible for half as many ac- 
cidents - per billion gallons 
delivered - as the singles. 

For the two years, doubles 
traveled 68 million miles on 
Michigan highways, singles 61 
million miles. 

The study also showed that the 


singles had a higher fatality rate - on 
a per gallon delivered basis. In that 
context, singles had a 77 percent 
higher fatality rate than doubles 

Other facts revealed by the study: 

—The singles had a 291 percent 
higher personal injury rate and a 373 
percent higher property damage 
rate. The latter statistics also were 
based on a per gallon-delivered 
calculation. 

Since 1975, there have been seven 


fatalities resulting from accidents 
involving double-bottom tankers and 
six deaths caused by singles. 

Gallup also pointed out that a 
state-wide ban of double-bottom 
tankers would cause “a much higher 
accident-exposure rate on 
Michigan’s highways because of the 
increased number of delivery trips 
required to meet consumer demand 
while using only 9,000-gallon 
capacity vehicles.”

Vegetable transplants , that is! 


Having exactly the varieties you 
want when it’s time to put them in 
the garden and the opportunity to 
carry through with a crop from 
seeding to harvest — these are a 
couple of reasons for growing your 
own vegetable transplants. 

According to Hugh Price, 
Michigan State Uni vers ity vegetable 
crops specialist, growing your own 
transplants also is a good way to 
avoid some serious problems. White 
flies and plant diseases may be 
present on purchased transplants. 

Of course, diseases can be a 
problem with home-grown plants. 
The most common is damping-off, a 
fungus disease that kills young 
seedlings. Avoid it by using a sterile 
potting soil or synthetic growth 
medium, Price advised. 


' You can make your own soil mix 
with peat, vermiculite and soil and 
then sterilize it in the oven or 
pressure cooker; but it’s really kind 
of silly to go to all that work when 
you can purchase prepared, syn- 
thetic soil mixes,” he pointed out 
‘‘They’re more expensive, of course, 
but in the small quantities the home 
gardener would use, (hey make a lot 
of sense.” 

The containers used for growing 
transplants aren’t critical — except 
in the case of melons, cucumbers, 
squash and watermelons. These 
crops will not tolerate being ripped 
out of the soil they’re started in and 
transplanted bare root into another 
container or a garden spot. They 
should either be sown directly into 
the garden after the danger of frost 
is past or be started in peat pots 


so they can be set container and all 
into the ground 

Tomatoes, peppers and cole crops 
like broccoli and cabbage are much 
more resilient and can better 
tolerate being transplanted. Price 
says even these crops will benefit 
from being seeded into individual 
containers. 

“Any time you transplant a plant 
and damage its roots, you disrupt its 
growth.” he explained. “This slows 
the plant down and pushes back the 
time it 'Will come into production 
Sowing seeds into, individual con- 
tainers, especially Containers that 
can be set right into the garden, 
eliminates a lot of root damage and 
minimizes disruption of the grow th 
process.” 

Once home-grown seedlings get 
past the stage where damping-off is

mites and scale. It is often used on 
fruit trees but rarely on maples, 
birches or other thin-barked trees. 
Lime-sulfur is the second type of 
dormant spray. It helps control 
some diseases, as well as some 
insects. The only trees on which 
dormant spray is routinely used 
each year are fruit trees 

(3) What vegetables can be sowed 
during April? 

As soon as the garden soil is dry 
enough to work, we can sow lettuce, 
radishes, onions, carrots, swiss 
chard, peas, spinach and collards. 
Transplants of cabbage, brocolli and 
cauliflower can also be planted this 
month. 

(4) What can I do to thicken up the 
lawn? 

First, try to determine why it is 
thin. If it is being shaded out by 
trees, rake the area and sow some 
creeping red fescue. There are. 
however, some places too shady for 
even this shade-tolerant grass. In 
that case, consider using a ground 
cover such as pachysandra or 
remove the lower tree branches so 
more light will be admitted If the 
sparse area is in the sun, rake it and 
seed With a blend of bluegrass 
varieties. Include Adelphi, Baron, 
Majestic, Parade, Cheri, or Touch- 
down intheblendso some resistance 
to Fusarium blight will be had 

If bare areas a re no larger than 6- 
by 6-inch reseedihg usually is not 
needed. Fertilize the healthy grass 
properly and use pre-emergent crab 
grass killer if crabgrass was a 
problem last year. 

If you notice grass dying for no 
apparent reason as the summer 
progresses, take a sample of the sod 
to your County Extension Service for 
examination. 


usually is insufficient light. Asunny 
windowsill or even a south-facing 
bay window will not provide enough 
light for good growth. 

“To grow compact, healthy 
transplants in the home almost 
always requires the use of sup- 
plental light,” Price said “This is 
why many growers go to a cold 
frame or plastic lean-to or even a 
small greenhouse to grow their 
plants. In one of these structures, 
plants get all the available light as 
well as the sun’s heat.” 

Proper temperatures are 
necessary for good plant growth 
Though 65-75 degrees leually is 
given as the desirable temperature 
range for transplants, they can grow' 
at temperatures as lc*v as 58 degrees 
or as high as 80 All other things 
being equal, the warmer it is, the 
quicker they w ill grow But they will 
manage even under dialed-down 
conditions, as long as they get 
enough light. 

The older a plant is when it’s 
transplanted, the longer it takes to 
adjust. Therefore, Price said “the 
younger the better for transplants.” 

Tomato seedlings grown under 
near ideal conditions should be no 
more than five to six weeks old when 
they’re set into the garden. Plants 
grown in the home may take a little 
longer. 

“Some people think that starting 
seeds in February and nursing the 
plants along until they can plant 
them outdoors in May will give them 
a big head start on production,” 
Price observed. “But this isn’t the 
case. By the time these plants go in, 
they already have flowers and fruits 
beginning to form The planttryinglo 
mature fruit doesn’t have any 
energy to spare to bu ild a strong root 
system and plenty of foliage to make 
the food it needs to produce a crop. 
So the plant never gets much bigger 
than it was w hen it w r as planted and 
it yields very poorly.” 

It’s better to start with a smaller 
plant that can quickly adapt to 
outdoor conditions and spend a few 
weeks growing vegetatively, he 
suggested This will insure that it’s 
well established and prepared to 
produce a good crop. 

Though Price does not advocate a 
drastic hardening-off procedure 
before setting transplants into the 
garden, he does recommend placing 
flats or trays of plants outside 
during w arm May days for a week to 
10 days before planting. This will 
help them get used to direct sun, 
wind and cooler temperatues. 

A high phosphorus fertilizer used 
as a starter solution will promote 
root growth and help the plant get 
settled in the garden quckly, the 
suggested Prior to planting, 
transplants grown in a prepared 
medium probably won’t need fer- 
tilizing until they are about four 
weeks old. Use a soldbte houseplant

fine baker 7 A tennis nut An avid reader - Shopping the specialty areas of 
department stores or those man> cute gift shops will produce dozens of ideas 
The possibilities are almost endless. 

Basic linen showers have grown to include sidelines such as bathroom and 
closet those beautiful coordinated bath accessories will leave you drooling 
How about a variety of brushes for the nails, back hair, clothes, toilet 7 Or one 
of those delightful gingham or calico picture frames? Check out the many 
super garment hags, hat boxes, shoe racks or padded hangars which can do so 
much to unclutter a closet. 

Take the bridegroom into consideration if you’re planning a couple’s show r er 
and request either one gift for both or two smaller gifts for their individual 
preferences Let your imagination run rampant and you’ll find yourself with 
dozens of useful combinations; a plastic bucket, scrub brush, sponge, 
household cleaners for her (tuck in some good rags as well - how many 
newlyweds have such a thing as rags?)

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Paulsen 
appears 
at EMU 


Comedian Pat Paulsen will present his 
satirical “Lecture on Humor” in a benefit 
appearance at Eastern Michigan 
University on Saturday His "lecture” will 
be presented at 8 p.m. in Pease 
Auditorium on the EMU campus. 

Proceeds from Paulsen’s appearance 
will be used for the Artists-in-Residence 
Program of the EMU department of 
speech and dramatic arts. 

In his Lecture on Humor, Paulsen pokes 
fun at all periods in history, finding an 
anecdote, story or joke to tell about each. 
He also will show several out-takes from 
such programs as the Merv Griffin Show 
< His appearance on this this program 
never made it to the airwaves because of 
his racy brand of humor.) 

Paulsen, who calls himself one of the 
nation’s leading non-candidates for 
president, said in recent years he has 
become acutely aware of the incredible 
waste of one of our greatest natural 
resources — the skin that forms on 
chocolate pudding! 

"I began then and there to restore our 
country’s position in the pudding race,” he 
said "1 started by going doo-t-to-door, 
meeting the people and demonstrating the 
many practical uses for this precious 
material. My ideas for making shoes and 
rain apparel were so successful that in just 
a few days, absolutely no one would talk to 
me. Soon the requests to stay away froms 


hopping centers, bowling alleys, schools 
and factories were pouring in.” 

Paulsen explained, however, that his 
newly-found lack of support was hear- 
tening. Obscurity has, in fact, been his 
goal and the pudding problem set the stage 
for his political demise: "This one issue 
was the manure I needed to completely kill 
any grass roots support ” 

The comedian stressed that he is not a 
one-issue man. He is adamanet about the 
Panama Canal controversy: "I feel we 
should give it back,” he said, "but we 
should fill it in first." 

He offers a compelling argument in 
support of his antipgun control position: 
"Who knows when you might be walking 
down the street and spot a moose.” 

Paulsen reportedly sees no need for 
birth control, since he sees no population 
problem. "Just think for a minute,” he 
said. "1 had two parents, my parents had 
four parents, their parents had eight 
parents and so on. It therefore seems clear 
to me that the polulation is dwindling.” 

On other issues, Paulsen describes his 
position as "picky, picky, picky” — the 
adge that has become his trademark. 

Paulsen claims that he has retired from 
the rat race of politics. He purchased the 
Cherry County Playhouse in Traverse City 
and hopes to launch a new career — ac- 
ting.

Insurance law guarantees equitable rates 


Only through an essential in- 
surance law can Michiganians be 
guaranteed private automobile and 
homeowners insurance at equitable 
rates and without fear of can- 
cellation, Automobile Club of 
Michigan said April 6. 

“By equitable, we mean that bad 
drivers would pay the price for their 
carelessness and would not be 
subsidized by good drivers, and 
homeowners who are good risks 
would be charged accordingly.” 
explained Gifford Benson, general 
manager of Auto G ub’s Insurance 


Group. "With the essential in- 
surance law, persons would be 
charged the same rates for equal 
risks in a county.” 

The essential insurance law would 
not make good drivers pay for bad 
drivers, as one large insurer has 
claimed in a letter mailed to 400,000 
of its insureds, Benson said. 

He noted that the letter has been 
condemned by Rep. Matthew Mc- 
Neely, chairman of the House In- 
surance Committee, as “a self- 
serving, inaccurate analysis” of the 


essential insurance law. 

“This insurer and several other 
large national insurance companies 
operating in Michigan oppose the 
essential insurance law because it 
would force them to accept their 
responsibility to offer insurance at a 
fair price to Michiganians,” Benson 
said. "Those companies are ad- 
vocating a Band-Aid approach to 
solving the problems of insurance 
availability and redlining, but it just 
won’t work, and that is why we 
endorse Substitute House Bill 5196, 
introduced by Hep. George 
Cushingberry Jr.” 


The AAA Insurance Group writes 
25 percent of the auto insurance in 
Michigan (1,176,000 policies), more 
than the next two companies 
combined It is one of the leading 
writers of Michigan homeowners 
insurance. 

“With the essential insurance law, 
all insurance companies offering 
auto and home insurance would be 
required to ‘take all comers’ as a 
condition of operating in Michigan, 
thereby guaranteering consumers 
the right to shop for the best possible 
rates, coverage and service which 


will be set by the forces of true 
competition,” Benson said 

Michigan’s citizens now spend 
more than $l billion a year on 
automobile insurance and another 
$250 million on homeowners in- 
surance Both are absolutely 
essential, Benson pointed out. State 
law requires motorists to have auto 
insurance. Home insurance is 
necessary to obtain a mortgage 

“For many citizens, this essential 
insurance coverage is becoming 
impossible to obtain and for some, it 
is too costly, “Benson said. “Instead 


of being able to shop for the best 
rates and service, many are forced 
into a state insurance pool or 
assigned risk plan where they must 
pay more money for less coverage.” 

It also is supported by Gov 
William Milliken, House Speaker 
Bobby Crim, State Insurance 
Commissioner Thomas Jones, the 
United Auto Workers, the Michigan 
AFL-CIO, the statewide Coalition 
Against Redlining, Michigan 
Catholic Conference, other con- 
sumer groups and several other 
Michigan-based insurance com- 
panies.”

This series of articles is designed 
to answer some of the questions you 
have about Medicare protection 
Among the items to be covered will 
be your hospital insurance benefits, 
your medical insurance benefits, 
other services and supplies covered, 
how to fill out those all-important 
claim forms and supplemental in- 
surance protection 

Medicare is a federal health care 
insurance program operated by the 


Health Care Financing Ad- 
ministration (HCFA) for persons 
over the age of 65 and those who 
qualify for disability income under 
Social Security 

There also is special Medicare 
coverage for persons who qualify as 
chronic kidney failure patients 

If you a re one of those one million 
Michiganders over the age of 65. it’s 
a good bet you already have signed 
up for that sometimes marvelous, 
sometimes mystifying maze of 
medicine, hospitalization and money 
known as Medicare. 

Medicare should not be confused 


with Medicaid — another federally- 
funded program operated through 
the State Department of Social 
Services Medicaid is a program for 
welfare recipients — those persons 
who cannot afftrd to make any 
financial contribution at all toward 
proper health care Nw here’s a 
point to remember — a point that 
sometimes confuses people. 

If you are receiving Social 
Security, your hospitalization in- 
surance preium (Part A) already is 
paid You have received credit for 
the amounts you paid into Social 
Security during your lifetime This 


program is financed through the 
Social Security (FICA) deductions 
shown on nearly every paycheck 

But your medical (Part B) 
protection is a partnership between 
you and the federal government. 
Part B coverage, unlike Part A, 
requires a monthly premium of $7 70 
($8 20 effective July 1, 1978). You 
may pay this sum on a monthly or 
yearly basis, but most Medicare 
beneficiaries prefer to have the 
amount deducted from their Social 
Security check 

Should you decide that you do not 
wish Part B protection, it is your 
responsibility to advise your local 


Social Security office of this fact. 

Take good care of your medicare 
identification card This card 
provides your proper identification 
should you need medical care — and 
it contains that all-important health 
insuranceclaim number which must 
be shown on all claim forms. It is 
that nine-digit number on the 
Medicare card. 

As we said before, Medicare is 
sometimes marvelous and 
sometimes mystifying, but it is 
playing a tremendous role in 
providing health care protection for 
older Michigan citizens. 


The rules and regulations 
governing the Medicare program 
are set by the Federal government 
through the Health Care Financing 
Administration. 

Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Michigan is the largest fiscal in- 
termediary for Medicare in 
Michigan and its sole responsibility 
is to pay theclaims according to the 
federal guidelines 
Last year, more than $835 million 
in hospital, doc tor, nursing care and 
other health care charges were paid 
on behalf of Medicare beneficiaries.

Two challengers will be competing 
against the incumbent member of 
the Wayne-Westland Board of 
Education in the annual election 
June 12.

Wildwood, and teaches in the 
Garden City School District. 

The third candidate is from 
Wayne.

A former 
mechanical engineer with the 
Michigan State Civil Service 
Commission, he now is employed as 
a housing consultant with the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). 

Election of the one board member 
is the only issue on the ballot June 
12 . 

In explaining his candidacy, 
Barrett said: ‘Tve contributed in 
the past and think I can continue to 
do so in the future." 

He said he believes a board 
members should represent the total 
community and believes he has done 
that. In defense of the recent schools 
closings which are sure to be an 
issue in the election and which 
Barrett approved, he maintains: "I 
think we did the best thing possible." 

Barrett began his teaching career 
at Wayne Memorial High School, 
where he taught for two years, then 
went to Edsel Ford High School in 
Dearborn, where he has taught 
social studies for 20 years. While at 
Edsel Ford, he has been and is a 
member of the Dearborn Federation 
of Teachers, an affiliate of the AFL- 
CIO. He is a member of the 
Democratic organizations in 
Westland and in the 15th 
Congressional District, is a 
Democratic precinct delegate, and a 
member of the Board of Directors of 
the Wayne-Westland Family YMCA. 

During his years on the school 
board, Barrett has served as 
president, vice-president and 
treasurer.

Netter is making his second at- 
tempt at elective office. He ran for 
Wayne City Council last year.

Netter served in the U.S. Navy for 
four years, is a Vietnam veteran and 
graduate of Naval Engineering 
School. 

He holds membership in the 
Wayne Jaycees, is a Democratic 
precinct delegate, as well as 
executive board member of the 15th 
Congressional District Democratic 
Organization. 

Netter also is president of the 
Hickory Hollow Cooperative 
Association where he lives. He has 
an eight -year-old daughter. 

In explaining his reasons for 
seeking the office, Netter lists 
several complaints he has with the 
current board. He is critical of the 
follow-up of the 1976 bond issue, 
saying some repairs promised were 
never done. 

A related complaint is that voters 
were not made aware during that 
bond issue campaign that declining 
enrollment was to the point where 
school closings would be considered 
a year later. 

He said he feels there were others 
alternatives to closing of schools and 
added that he doesn't think schools 
are utilized fully as community 
centers. 

He says there should be more of an 
"equalization" among schools, 
complaining that some elementary 
schools have hot lunch programs 
while students in other schools "eat 
peanut butter sandwiches." 

Candidate David S. Lewis is 
seeking his first elective office. A 19- 
year resident of Westland, he and his 
wife, Marilyn, have three children. 
He teaches social studies at Radcliff 
Junior High School in the Garden 
City district. 

He also coached football for 21 
years, as well as track and wrestling 
for more than a dozen years. 

Lewis said it first occurred to him 
to seek the office when he went to an 
open house at Marshall Junior High 


School and found no good reason 
why there are not enough textbooks 
to go around, creating a situation 
where students many times cannot 
take home books to study.

Today I just finished getting my boat ready for the 
season I hope that summer will seem as long as winter 
has. I sure could use a long summer of fishing. 

If you want to start your fishing season off with a 
bang, head for the surf. With spring finally starting to 
arrive the shallow water is warming up. The increasing 
water temperatures attracts the small bait fish and 
smelt; and close behind them are the lakers, steelhead, 
and browns. 

The river mouths and the river delta areas are the 
most productive spots to fish, and nothing is as thrilling 
as a large steelhead trying to jerk your arm off when he 
smacks your lure. Blue and silver, and green and silver 
are probably your best lure color selections since the 
predominate forage fish at this time of year is smelt. 

Another effective method for the surf is stillfishing 
with spawn bags. I’ve found the best method for me has 
been two barrel swivels and a dropper The first swivel 
is threaded on the mainline with a twelve inch dropper 
attached. The second barrel swivel is then attached with 
a three foot leader. I then use a No. 8 or No. 10 short 
shank hook with small spawn bags. I force a miniature 
marshmellow on the hook until it clears most of the 
shank. I then hang a four or five egg spawn bag on it, 
crimp several split shot on the dropper line, cast out, 
place the rod in a sand spike, rig a second rod the same 
way, and I sit back and wait.

Instead of leaving the bail of the reel open, I tape a 
large woman’s hair pin on the rod between the reel and 
the first guide I clip the line in the hairpin and leave a 
three foot loop between the reel and the clip. 

The line will hold against wind and wave action, yet a 
fish can pull it out quite easily. The loop will allow the 
fish to run free long enough to swallow the hook, and 
when he hits the end the closed bail will set the hook It’s 
the best way I’ve found to fish two rods and not miss hits. 

Trolling is another good bet and the key to success is 
long light lines. Early morning seems to be the best 
time; sol usually get out before daybreak and fish until 
11 a m. I then go out again and fish the last couple of 
hours before dark. 

This will be my last article for a while I’ve got a few 
♦ ps planned, some new lures to test, and I want to try to 
uesign a better side planer board. 

I’ve enjoyed writing this column and I hope I’ve been 
able to make it enjoyable for you as well. During my 
absence from the paper, should you have any questions 
about a particular fishing method, or w*ant information 
about fishing a certain area, contact the paper and I’ll 
get back with you.
